The good white citizen of Hawaii, 


who cannot always be thinking of all 
the world's business, now says, "What 
of Japan; what am I to get out of it?" 
The reply is, a good deal for you, il 
you choose to reach for it, and if you 
don't a,good deal for someone else who 
shows energy and enterprise, and will 
be very willing to take your place. 
The good average citizen, merchant 
and planter has treated the business 
affairs of this country as if there was 
no tomorrow. This is natural enough 
and quite in the line of other com- 
munities. No spot in the world will 
be more seriously affected by the ris- 
ing of the vast Asiatic power than 
Hawaii. But the people are as indif- 
ferent to it as they are to the trade of 
Asbantee. 
The Chamber of Com- 


merce of Lyons, France, has appro- 
priated $20,000 for the purpose of send- 
ing experts to study the rising com- 
merce of Japan. Mr. Griffiths, M. P. 
of New South Wales, urges tbe Brit- 
ish colonies to send men to study the 
same question. He tells his people 
that they cannot afford to remain ig- 
norant of the nature and strength of 
Japan's power to compete. Hawaii 
does nothing, although she should 
clearly understand the conditions of 
life, and trade'in a country which lies 
BO near to her, and either with or 
without annexation, will seriously ef- 
fect the commercial interests. 
So far as the political relations of 
Je pan and Ha wail are concerned, there 
is uot the slighest evidence that the 
Japanese have either hope or desire 
for tbe islands. In the constant dis- 
cussion of the expansion of Japan, 
since the close of tbe Chinese war, tbe 
newspapers of that country are unan- 
imous in the desire that tbe move- 
ment of emigration should be South- 
wardly, and so much so, that Spain Is 
serious disturbed about the Phillipine 
islands. Hawaii is not mentioned, 
either by the government or tbe op- 
position press as an objective point In 
tbe national policy. 
' 
. 
The people of Hawaii have an inter- 


est in the islapd of Formosa, as a 
sugar producing country. It is gen- 
erally believed that there is a very 
large territory which is well adapted 
soil. But it will be some time before 
it can be utilized. The present sugar 
interest is entirely controlled by the 
sugar refining companies of Hong- 
kong, and the Japanese must open up 
a new section of the island. This will 
be done. The Japanese interested in 
the matter will bring fiom Hawaii 
the most intelligent of their country- 
men now on Hawaiian plantations. 
There is an expectation that the large 
emigration to Formosa will raise the 
price of laborers' wages. It may do so, 
but probably not enough to restrict 
emigration to Hawaii, who can now 
bank on her good character with the 
Japanese. Several of the Japanese 
papers believe that Formosa sugar 
will soon enter the market of the 
Pacific Coast. Tbe amount of sugar 
consumed by the Japanese at present 
is insignificant, a value of about 
$7,000,000 consume'd by 42,000,000 of 
people. The people are too poor to 
buy it. 
But the coming change in 


commerce will soon 
create 
new 


"wants," and the people will become 
great 
sugar eaters. 
Tbe Chinese 


will, later on, follow the example of 
the Japanese 
in increasing their 


"wants," the island of Formosa will 
not supply tbe demand, and the sugar 
of Hawaii will go to 
the Asiatic 
countries. The development of manu. 
'acturing in Japan has created a de- 
mand for wool. It is imported from 
Australia, and tbe demand for it is 
rapidly increasing. Why is not the 
Hawaiian wool in the Japanese mar- 
iet? The Japanese are becoming ex- 
sert manufacturers of shoes, and im- 
bort leather from England and the 
United States. Why are not the Ha- 
waiian bides tanned and sent to 
Japan and manufactured shoes taken 
n return? There is some demand for 
bananas in Japan. The supply at 
present is of an inferior quality and 
expensive. As the wants of tbe Jap- 
anese increase they will call for this 
fruit 
The product of Southern Japan 


s poor. The demand for coffee is 
jenerally growing. Hawaii can sup 
aly this article. Pineapples are cun- 
lumed in considerable quantities and 
the demand is growing. Hawaii can 
supply it. 
But there is another article which 


can be produced without the invest- 
ment of large capital. It Is sea island 
cotton. Japan will soon demand it 
or the finer yarns, Insteail of import- 
ng it from the United States she cau 
obtain a part of the supply from 
Hawaii. Here

Japan is not a dairying country. The 
glT-BSes are inferior and the peopl 
dt.'oknomilk. But the foreign popu 
la£-')O!i consume considerable quanti 
tk*.v'and the natives would use it 1 
tbi$ could afford to buy it. Here i 
tbt.-jWant, but the present means ar 
jncuffioient to obtain it. 


However strongly prejudiced ou 
plaoleU and merchants are In favor o 
increasing the trade with the United 
States, for the best of political rea- 
80U9, no mere sentiment will proven 
them or any one of them from mak- 
ing trades with Japan if there is any 
money in it. If our white merchants 
do .Dot take it in hand, the Japanese 
will, and are now doing it. 
Japan has abundant vessels, and 


proposes to become a commercia 
nation. Hawaii lies between her anc 
the American continents, north an< 
south. She will take in Hawaii as a 
mer& incident to this trade, without 
anjlpolitical veins. She will soon be 
able'fo supply the Hawaiian marke 
with* variety of goods, at cheape 
rates that? Europe or America can d< 
it. She is looking up trade with 
Chile and Peru, so that she can em- 
ploy her steamers, and Hawaii is th 
halt-way house. 
The reasons for the existence of tht 


singularly progressive government o 
Japan, with much crudeness in it,— 
some savagery, and with a bold de 
parture away from traditions, has no: 
yet been written. It is a fascinating 
study. Even the English colonies o 
Australia, progressive as they are, are 
not in advance of the Japanese in some 
things. The government regards in- 
dustrial development along Europear 
lines as a political necessity, and 
stands'behind it in many ways. 


The '.monarchy in Hawaii saw 


nothing, beyond the Hale Naua. It 
remains to be seen whether the lead' 
ere ot vhe Republic and the white com 
munity will touch the industrial but- 
ton: sing "Star Spangled Banner," 
and expect God<to do the rest, or wil 
they take bold and do the great and 
imperative work needed and push it 
to the end. 
It la .perfectly feasible to use the 


cheap • labor of Japan on our sugai 
plantations and put the planters si 
ease on'this point, and at the same 
time, inake the Japanese aid in build- 
ing up Occidental civilization here, 
which is the supreme need of the hoar. 
Wecannse the Japanese laborer tc 
aid the planters, sugar and coffee, and 
the mechanic* without competition. 
But it requires a well thought oul 
policy,'ana then the.enforcement of 
that policy. 
The building up of institutions here 


by offsetting one race against the 
other, of mingling Portuguese, Japan- 
ese and Chinese together, Is only a 
comical makeshift, so far as statesmen- 
ship is concerned. We need the Cau- 
cassian race here, and if we have not 
sense enough to bring it, we may as 
well giv« up the business, The Amer- 
ican flag won't help us. Go to Santa 
Fe, New Mexico, where the American 
flag has been triumphantly waving 
since tbe territory was wrested from 
Mexico, and tbe police will tell you 
not to walk in the side streets at night 
or a Mexican greaser will put a knife 
in you. There is something to be 
done besides putting up the flag so 
many of us love. It must be put on 
something that is decent and respect- 
able. The flag is not a civillzer. An- 
nexation may easily make us a polit- 
ical hell. Any one can see, who 
chooses to see, that the Asiatics can- 
not be kept out of these islands by 
resolutions and laws any more than 
opium can. Our safety is in so regu- 
lating the matter that immigration 
from the Asiatic countries will aid 
us and not binder us.

Senator Lyman reported that the

pany as passed by the Senate. This 
fixed the limit of tbe franchise as Jan. 
1, 1897. 


The report of tbe special committee 


on the cable contract was submitted. 
The committee favored the adoption 
of the resolution ratifying the con- 
tract and also stated that at a meeting 
of tbe Chamber ot Commerce the 
action of the Executive had been en- 
dorsed by a large majority. 


Senator Rice asked for a leave of 


absence which was granted. 


On motion of Senator McCandless 


the cable resolution was then taken 
up. Senator Waterhouse moved its 
adoption. Senator Hocking called at- 
tention to the clause providing for the 
purchase of the Inter-Island cable and 
remarked that although the Govern- 
ment might buy tbe thing, it bad to pay 
the same subsidy. He made a motion 
chat tbe contract be amended so that 
in case the Government bought tbe 
line $10.000 of the subsidy should 
cease. 
This was not seconded and 


consequently lost. 
The yeas 
and 
nays on the original motion to adopt 
the resolution were called. Senator 
Hocking again took the floor and 
told his colleagues that it appeared as 
if this country waa knocking at the 
door of the United States with one 
hand and giving away privileges 
which would belong to the latter 
country with the other. He moved 
that the exclusive claase of the con- 
tract be struck out. This went the 
•way of the previous motion. 
On tbe 
yea and nay vote, the resolution was 
adopted by the following vote. Tea— 
Kaubane, Lyman, Nor thru p, Notley, 
Homer, Brown, MeCandless, Water- 
house, Schmidt, Wilder, Wright, 
Bice, Wilcox—12. Nay—Hocking. 
Minister Hatch requested that the 


adjournment resolution be postponed 
for a day. 
Adjourned to 10 o'clock Wednesday. 


House of Representatives.

Under suspension of rules Rep. Ha- 


nnna read a resolution instructing the 
secretary to type-write the record of 
the House and that he be given thirty- 
five extra days io whicn to do the 
work.

small attendance of members. 


Rep. Hanuna said all the members

1st.— Tbe Saying of an exclus- 
ive telegraph cable to be owned by 
tbe United States. 2d.— The question 
of granting consent to tbe British i 
Government to lay a cable to Neckar 
Island and thence to these islands 
3d.— Tbe laying of a cable by a priv 
ate corporation, such as that proposed 
by Col. Z. S. Spalding. 
If the first 


two should be dropped, the only pos 
sible proposition left would be the 
third, namely the laying of a cable 
by a private corporation. The whole 
matter was subject to the approval of 
the United States. If the measure 
was favored by the United States 
work would be begun immediately. 
"Was not $500,000 voted by the U. 


S. toward tbe laying of a telegraph 
cable, and was not tbe matter defeated 
by the recognized personal hostility of 
President Cleveland toward this coun- 
try," asked Rep. Winston. 


Minister Smith said the matter bad 


been defeated on account of $500,000 
being inadequate for tbe laying of a 
cable, and some other reasons. 


Minister Hatch was sorry such a 


discussion bad arisen and remarks 
made about the head of a fiiendly na- 
tion. The measure was defeated on 
account of tbe exclusive Government 
control feature. 


Rep. Bond said there was a feeling 


among members that twenty years 
was too long a time for an exclusive 
franchise. There were some measures 
in which points bad to be conceded by 
both sides. Ev-ery one was tired of 
cable talk. Here was something tang- 
ible -a good foundation 
Confidence 


must be placed in those who had in- 
quired into the matter. 


Minister Smith thought there was 


bound to be doubt on a matter such as 
that before the House. With next 
year would come tbe presidential elec 
tion, when tbe people of the United 
States would be engrossed with local 
affairs. It would not be well to pre- 
sent for their consideration at tbat 
time the proposed cable scheme. If a 
cable was the desire of the people of 
Hawaii, then a definite foundation 
upon which to work should be pre- 
pared. The contract with Col. Z. S. 
tipaldiog was such a foundation. 


Rep. Robertson wanted to know if a 


correct version of the cable contract 
had been published in the newspapers. 
None of tbe members were fully ac- 
quainted with it 
He moved it to be 


referred to the Printing Committee. 


Minister Damon seconded tbe mo- 


tion of Rep. Robertson. 
The matter 


should be carefully considered on ac- 
count of Its importance. The minis- 
ter referred to tbe President's message 
and the courage shown m inserting 
the cable matter. People had laughed 
at the matter 
The newspapers had 


jeered at it. Now a man bad been 
sent right to the doors of Hawaii to 
help her along with the cable scheme.

Rep. Rycroft saw no need of delay-

rights of way over the lands of others, 
regulating the currency, regulating 
National Guard and Sharpshooters.

Bill No. 10 


Rep. Bond reported for the Commit- 


tee on Passed Bills that the following 
had been handed the President for 
consideration : Senate Act No. 8, pro- 
viding for Government appropria- 
tions , Act No. 13, providing for tbe 
giving and tiling of bonds; Land Act 
of 1895, Senate Acts 18 and 19, fixing 
Board of Education appropriations; 
joint resolution approving cable con- 
tract; Senate Act No. 17, repealing 
Railway Act of 1890. 


Rep. Hanuna introduced the follow- 


ing resolution: Resolved, that the law 
oooks now in possession of members 
of the bouse be mrde tbe property of 
the same, and that they be paid for 
out of the appropriations for the pres- 
ent session. 


Rep. Bond thought the resolution 


should not pass. The action was sim- 
ply degeneration in the times of the 
old regime. 


Rep. Rycroft—"I, too, object to the 


resolution, because I haven't any of 
the law books." 


Rep. Winston moved for indefinite 


postponement. 
If any of the mem- 


bers were in need of books he thought 
it would be better to buy them out of 
their own pockets. 


Rep. Hanuna said the session was 


about at an end, but the duties of the 
legislators, instead of closing too, 
would continue. 
It was absolutely 


necessary that they study the laws in 
the t^me which would elapse between 
this and the regular session in order 
to be fully prepared for the duties 
which would undoubtedly fall to their 
lot at that time. The next session was 
for ninety days. If the various repre- 
sentatives would have the laws down 
to a floe point by that time the session 
would be a much shorter one. The 
one great failing in the House he at- 
tributed to ignorance of tbe laws.

—it would be nothing unusual if

passes to officials—but it is, to say 
the least, very poor policy for us to 
so treat our guests that the im- 
pression goes abroad that we are 
intolerant of any opinion that does 
not coincide with ours.

of every race here have a free 
field, with equal chances, and the 
eagle screams as merrily as ever, 
and immigrants are rushing here 
to join us, and the goose bangs 
high. We may not be as stupid as 
the asinine braggart says we are.'' 
Some residents of this country who 
can see little that is hopeful in its 
prospects ought to ponder over the 
above with profit. 


WHETHER the tariff or "sound 


money" shall be made the leading 
feature of the next Presidential 
campaign is causing more or less 
sober thought among politicians of 
the United States. The democrats 
are satisfied with the tariff as it is, 
and the republicans are consider- 
ably divided, it being hard for 
many to believe that the democrats 
can draw a tariff schedule giving 
as good results as McKinleyism. 
A republican journal of Boston 
sides with the minority of its party 
and states that there is "every rea- 
son for believing that merchants, 
manufacturers as a whole, and busi- 
ness men do not desire any tariff 
tinkering by the next Congress.

Anybody who alleges that 
the tariff as it exists has been 
fashioned on free-trade ideas, be- 
lies his own intelligence and the 
facts. Whatever slight improve- 
ments are necessary in that legis- 
lation can be made without open- 
ing the general question at all."

the United States the blame cer- 
tainly cannot be laid at the door 
of the Hawaiian Government. The 
country has played a high stake, 
given all that it was possible to 
give, and the people stand to win a 
good deal, with the possibility of 
losing if they fall into the hands of 
a cranky corporation. 


Although there are numerous 


features in the contract of which 
we do not approve, be it far from 
us to cry down the measure or at- 
tempt to detract from the ultimate 
success. The contract has become 
law so far as the Legislature is able 
to make it so, and the best plan 
possible 
to 
follow 
now is 
to 


make the best of it and push 
the good work along. If at the 
end 
of 
ten 
years — providing 


the cable is laid—the 
country 


finds that it gave away something, 
the value of which was not appre- 
ciated in August of 1895, all that 
will remain to be done will be to 
make the best of it. We trust, 
however, that such an exigency 
will not arise and that the con- 
tract will prove all that its most 
enthusiastic supporters predict. 


LAW MAKING AND LAW ENFORCING. 


Commissioner Roosevelt told some 
of his callers recently that the best 
way to get rid of the Sunday blue 
laws of New York City was to en^ 
force them, thus causing the people 
to go to the Legislature and have 
them repealed. When one consid- 
ers what laws are supposed to be 
passed for in the first place, this 
statement 
seems 
decidedly pe- 


culiar ; but when the general cus- 
tom of local option in different 
municipalities is taken into ac- 
count it brings to notice one of the 
interesting phases of law making 
and final enforcement in many sec- 
tions of the United States. Laws 
based on high moral principles are 
passed, but the effectiveness de- 
pends upon the high moral princi- 
ples of the majority of the individ- 
ual 
communities. 
Some cities 


appear to keep laws on the statute 
books on the same principle that 
some families keep a large family 
Bible on the parlor table. It looks 
well and gives the place a good 
tone, but the dust of disuse is thick 
opon it. 


New York liked the excise law 


when it kept front doors of the 
saloons closed on Sunday and 
gave the police an opportunity to 
make an occasional farcical arrest. 
There was a call for reform and 
now that the reform has come, the 
law is not in the same favor as 
formerly. 
How often the represen- 


tatives of the people vote for laws 
affecting the morals of their state 
and when they return to their own 
towns, overlook a disregard for the 
statute because the people of the 
town are not heartily in accord 
with it. 


Law making and law enforcing 


too often occupy spheres quite as 
distinct as theory and practice. 
On the whole the people believe in 
the theory but when the practice 
interferes with their usual routine 
of life, then 
dissatisfaction be- 


comes so marked that the officers 
of the law keep quiet, or if the 
law is made obnoxious by en- 
forcement 
the 
people 
usually 


tell 
their 
representatives 
that 


it must either be forgotten 
by 


the officials or put out of existence. 
No one can fail to admire the bold 
stand taken by such men as Mayor 
Strong and Mr. Roosevelt, but the 
history of the past has been that 
these reforms are ppasmodic. 
One 


thing is certain, if the spasms were 
more numerous the \ eople and the 
lawmakers would 
l>e more careful 


in what they pinrcd on the statut^ 
books, and cnn-ujnent.)' petty offi 
ciiils made IP^H i i ' i h l f to corruption.

root interpretation of our national 
laws, it is with considerable satis- 
faction that the decision of the 
legal lights of the British govern- 
ment upon the legality of the 
Military Commission is received. It 
is an indorsement which ought to 
silence cv^ry cry of distrust from 
whatever source ii may be raised, 
and will no doubt prove to many, 
who 
are 
suspicious 
under 


the 
most 
favorable 
circum* 


stances, 
the 
integrity of pur- 


pose and action of 
the 
pres- 


ent 
executive 
and 
judicial 


powers of the country. Notably 
jealous of the rights of its citizens 
in a foreign country, Great Britiau 
can always be depended upon to 
place the legal methods used in 
convicting one of its subjects under 
the closest legal search lights th'at 
can be mustered, consequently it is 
a matter of not a little importance 
that the action of this government 
has stood the test of a national 
judge whoso inclinations might be 
expected to be of a negative char- 
acter. 


There is another prominenent 


phase of Great Britian's dealings 
with this 
country 
through -the 


medium of Commissioner Hawes, 
and that is thecareful manner in 
which 
all 
complaints 
made 


by 
that government have been 


investigated before decisive action 
has been taken. The British gov- 
ernment while pressing its case 
with reasonable force, gives evi- 
dence that the right of the Hawai- 
ian Government to -present its de- 
fense is recognized, nor is that 
defense cast aside simply because 
it comes from tbe Hawaiian Re- 
public. We cannot say what Eng- 
land's attitude may be in the 
future, but up to the present time, 
its treatment of the Republic has 
been such as to set a good example 
for every friendly 
nation with 


which this country has dealings. 


SOME of the religious journals 


are having a warm discussion over 
the assertion made by a Boston 
paper that church attendance is 
slowly but surely on the decadence, 
citing in support of this statement 
that there are over one thousand 
deserted church edifices in New 
England today. 
Tbe Lutheran 


Observer states tbe. following facts 
to refute the charges against the 
Protestant church as a whole: "In 
respect to the fact that many 
churches in New England are 'dy- 
ing out,' we present another fact 
that more than ten times as many 
new churches are built io other 
parts of the country as are dying 
out in New England. 
Captain 


McCabe has reported that, on an 
average, 
two 
new 
Methodist 


churches are built and dedicated 
on every day of the year. The 
Baptist?, no doubt, build nearly 
as many; the Presbyterians and 
Lutherans each build at least one 
new church every day ; the Episco- 
palians and all the other denomi- 
nations dedicate about two thou- 
sand more annually ; so that while 
a few hundred churches may be 
dying out in New England, ten 
times as many new congregations 
are organized and churches imilt 
in other parts of the country." 


EVENING papers take issue with 


us as to our statement that honest 
if abortive 
attempts are being 


made to suppress opium smuggling. 
Our remarks still hold good. We 
say honest, because we believe that 
every possible precaution is taken 
by officials to prevent smuggling ; 
abortive, 
because circumstances 


over which they have no control 
prevent the securing of such results 
as their vigilance would ordinarily 
entitle them to. Tbe landing of 
opium from schooners on the ex- 
tended sen coast should certainly 
not be placed to their discredit, as 
it is practically impossible to pre- 
vent it unlees such definite infor- 
mation is secured as t°> allow them 
to expend their «-fF>rtf in a positive 
direction.

The authorities

Itu-to- inlands 


have never been aide to prevent 
the smuggling of the drug, and by- 
gone days, with t h e i r two or three 
vessels per m o n t h , is certainly no 
criterion to establish for the pres- 
ent day.

HABEAS CORPUS DECISION. 


We have now the text of the 


argument *and the opinion of the 
Supreme Court in the matter of 
Kalanianaole, who upon convic- 
tion of misprision of treason dur- 
ing the late insurrection, by a mil- 
itary commission, was sentenced 
to imprisonment 
and • fine. He 


filed his petition for a writ of habeas 
corpus in May, 1895, and on the 
return made to the writ, which was 
issued, the broad case of the rights 
of the Government, and of the per- 
sons charged with crime, under the 
Act creating the commission, was 
fully argued, and decided by tbe 
Court in favor of the Government, 
and the prisoner was remanded to 
the custody of the marshal. 


The briefs of Mr. Neumann on 


behalf of the prisoner, and of Gen- 
eral Hartwell and Mr. Thurston on 
behalf of tbe Government are able, 
elaborate 
and 
exhaustive. The 


opinion of the Court, read by Mr. 
Justice Frear, is clear and emi- 
nently judicial. The public will 
not and cannot follow the close 
reasoning contained in the briefs, 
or in the opinion of the Court. It 
simply asks, What is the gist of it? 
What does it settle? The briefs 
and the opinion review the position 
taken by many courts in England 
and the United States, in the vari- 
ous cases occurring in troublesome 
and rebellious periods, and exhibit 
the effort of the courts to protect 
individual rights in such time, and 
at the same.time to secure the life 
and integrity of the State. To the 
layman and to tbe citizen who 
cannot and, perhaps need not bur- 
den his mind with the elaborate 
reasonings in these cases, it is suffi- 
cient to state that the courts unre- 
servedly sustain the principle that 
the Executive has the right, when 
tbe State is in peril, to do any 
and all 
acts which contribute 


to the suppression of insurrection 
or to the maintenance of law and 
order. In perilous times, the State 
is a law unto itself, and the method 
adopted to maintain order will not 
be searchingly 
criticized. 
The 


Courts simply follow the common 
sense of mankind, that if an end 
is desirable, it would be obtained, 
and "no questions asked." Re- 
garding all other conditions of 
social or political life, the Courts 
will jealously guard the rights of 
individuals. 
The life of the State, 


however, centers the life of all 
within it, and the supreme law of 
necessity 
takes precedence 
in 


guarding that life. 


Even if, upon strict construction 


of the letter of the law, the Execu- 
tive is in error, the Courts will not 
refuse to sustain it, or hamper for 
a moment, all efforts to maintain 
political stability or permit those 
charged with 
crime to 
escape 


through any technicality. 
It is 


tbe "lynch law" of Sovereign 
States, and stands as a warning to 
the evil minded that playing with 
established order is a dangerous 
pastime. 


Persons charged with treason, or 


misprision of treason, admit the 
crime, but seek to avoid the conse- 
quences by creating legal distinc- 
tions. It is the defense of the 
criminal who insisted that even if 
he did commit the offense, the 
sheriff was a "naiger" and had no 
right to arrest him. The whole- 
some leeson of this proceeding is, 
that the Republic will exactly fol- 
low the example of all other States 
in protecting itself, and the Court 
will not fly off at a tangent and 
comfort rebels. 


some one in the customs bureau or 
a lack of accurate knowledge of 
even a moiety of the work that has 
been done, for assuredly honest, 
if abortive, attempts have been 
made to prevent opium smuggling 
by officers who are beyond doubt 
as efficient and straight dealing as 
their critics, if not more BO. One 
fact alone removes the " farcical " 
proposition, that ie, as we are 
credibly informed, that Hongkong 
opium is worth to tbe smuggler 
$22.40 per tin. 


REFERRING to the probability of 


the Hawaiian Government grant 
ing general amnesty to its political 
prisoners, the Washington 
Star 


says: "The information is not 
startling, for tbe Hawaiian Gov- 
ernment has been urged by many 
of its friends in the United States 
to take just such a step as that 
which is now regarded as almost a 
certahity." 


NUMEROUS towns in Minnesota 


have adopted a 9 o'clock curfew 
ordinance that prohibits all persons 
under fifteen years of age from ap- 
pearing on the street after the hour 
mentioned on penalty of $100 fine 
or ninety days in jail. This would 
not be a bad example for Honolulu 
to follow, to keep a portion of its 
youthful element where it belongs 
during the evening hours. 


STARVED INTO MUTINY. 


A famous mutiny on shipboard came to 
pass in this way: When the ship, which bad 
sailed from London, was well down the 
Channel, it was found that the provisions 
intended for the use of the crew were rotten 
and, of coarse, uneatable. Tbe men com- 
plained to the captain, who promised to pat 
into some near port and exchange tbe bad 
stores for good. He failed to keep his word, 
and as tbe poor sailors conldn't sail the ship 
10,000 miles on empty stomachs, they killed 
the captain and mate, helped themselves to 
the oabin provisions held high jinks f • r a 
few weeks, and finally scuttled tbe ship, pat 
off in tbe boats, and were all lost bat three. 
Tbe captain con Id have prevented all this if 
he had chosen to; bat perhaps tbe owners 
•and he had pat np t e bad job on the men. 
Very likely, and got served oat for it. They 
were both criminals and fools. 
Bat there are ships that mast needs sail to 


the end of tbe voyage with only the original 
stores. Come what may, they can't go back 
or pot into any port. Some are well found 
and others badly; and so voyages differ. 
To modify the illustration, the latter kind 


of vessels are human beings. At birth we 
sail on a voyage, which by rights ought to 
be seventy years long. But how many of ns 
continue on tbe Hea of Life that long? 
Very few comparatively. Most of ns go 
down sooner. Why? Because we recklessly, 
carelessly, or ignorantly waste the stock of 
vital force with which Nature endows ns at 
the start. There are no meat shops or 
bakeries on the Atlantic, nor are there any 
places after birth where we can beg or buy 
more "life." 
This is perfectly plain to me. 
Is it plain to yon? I am afraid it isn't. 
Let's see whether a little incident will 
through light on it.

The meaning of free coinage 


of silver under present condi- 
tions is "The right of any one 
to deposit silver at a United 
States mint and have every 
371^ grains pure silver, worth 
in its bullions form, 52 cents, 
stamped 'one dollar,' which 
dollar shall be a full legal 
tender at its face value in pay- 
ment of all debts and obliga- 
tions of all kinds both public 
and private, in the United 
States." 


The dishonesty of thus giv- 


ing a coin, which is worth 52 
cents, the legal debt paying 
value of one dollar does not 
need to be enlarged upon. 


From the foundation of the 


government 
of the United 


States, the effort was made to 
establish a coinage approxi- 
mating as closely as possible 
to the commercial ratio of the 
two metals. 


Both Hamilton and Jeffer- 


son urged the necessity of ad- 
hering to market ratio. Never 
until the modern silverite came 
to the front was it seriously 
proposed to mint dollars with 
full debt paying power worth 
only half their face value. 


If the people of the United 


States feel that the prosperity 
of the nation, and any one sec- 
tion particularly, demands the 
coinage of two metals, let sil- 
ver and gold be placed on 
such a ratio that the; can sub- 
sist on their merits. There is 
more silver than gold, so why 
should the silverites be afraid 
of gold competition ? 


Is it not more profitable to 


have the silver of the United 
States used as a medium of 
exchange at its irue commer- 
cial worth in connection with 
gold, than to have it all silver 
—free silver—and the dump- 
ing ground for the silver of the 
world. 


Silver is not on a par with 


gold in Hawaii, but when it is 
used as a medium of exchange, 
locally, a few dollars less than 
what are charged for other 
wheels will buy you a "King of 
all Cycles," the MONARCH.

SOLD INTO SLAVERY. 


Young Chinese Girl Flees to Avoid 


Persecution. 


A case of slavery in the midst of 


Honolulu was brought to light 
Wednesday afternoon when a tele- 
phone message received at the po- 
lice station announced that a Chi- 
nese girl 
between twelve 
and 


fourteen years of age had run to 
Kawaiahao Seminary for protec- 
tion. 


The Deputy-Marshal and Chinese 


interpreter went to the school im- 
mediately, and there succeeded in 
securing from the badly frightened 
child the following story : 


"I have no parents. About a 


month ago a Chinaman named 
Chung In brought me to this Coun- 
try and sold me to another of my 
countrymen, who in turn sold me 
to Lau Chock and his wife, now 
living at Aala. I have been living 
there since that time. The wife of 
Lau Chock treated me shamefully, 
kicking and beating my body un- 
mercifully 
without any 
cause 


whatever. I could not stand it any 
longer and, although I thought 
they really had a right to do any- 
thing they pleased with me, my 
pains from bodily injuries induced 
me to run away. 
I had seen girls 


at Kawaiabao Sejuinary, and knew 
it to be a place where lessons were 
taught and where girls eeemed to 
be happy 
I have no parents to 


care for me; I have not a single 
friend in the world, but I knew 
they would be kind to me there. 
I am afraid to go back to Lau 
Chock and his wife, because I am 
sure they will kill me." 


The girl is still at Kawaiahao

Tbe vexed question of removing 


garbage came up in regular order 
There was a general discussion, 
but tbe matter was laid over until 
next meeting. 
Agent Reynolds 


presented a form of tender as fol- 
lows : 


"Tenders are invited for the ex- 


clusive franchise for the free removal 
and care of the garbage. 
Street 


sweeping and contents of vaults and 
cesspools from those portions of the 
city bounded by 
, for a term 


of 
years. The conditions of the 


above franchise are as follows: 
1 —The contractor to remove all 


garbage, rubbish 
and contents 01 
vaults and cesspools within the above 
named limits free of charge, to the 
satisfaction of the Board of Health. 


2.—For districts outside tbe above 
limits the charge tor removing jtarb- 
age will regulate itself, anyone/being 
allowed to remove tbe same, provid- 
ing it is taken to the damping 
ground of the contractor, bftfr 
the 


oharge for the dump Oderlesa Ex 
cavator in districts outside the Mulls 
shall not exceed tbe rate of $5 per 
half day. 
3.—The garbage removed to be 


either cremated, or if used for making 
fertilizer, or filling up land, to be sc 
covered up and treated as to prevent 
the possibility of the same becoming 
a nuisance. 
4.—The Board of Health to tarn 


over to the contractor, for value, in 
condition, the Odorless 
Excavator 
and appliances connected with tbe 
same, also tbe garbage carts and 
horses, taking a bond as a guarantee 
that at the expiration of contract the 
same phall be returned in as good con- 
dition as when received. 


An amendment is to be made 


giving the Board authority to en- 
force the contract. 


Agent Reynolds was instructed 


to sell two colts belonging to the 
Board. 


Rules governing Baldwin Home 


for boys and Bishop Home for 
girls were read, revised and ap- 
proved. 


The executive officer explained

Kauai, made a complete circuit of 
the 
island. 
Leaving Valdemar 


Knudsen's homestead at Waiawa 
Monday, under the watchful eye of 
Augustus Knudsen, Messrs. Eric 
and Arthur Knudsen, Albert, James 
and Allan Judd, Edward Damon 
and his friend Mr. Twombley made 
up a merry party. Monday evening 
found them eafely at Lihue. Tues- 
day early they started for Haena 
via Kilauea and Hanalei, reaching 
the farthest possible point and 
camping at Ke-e. The day was 
rainy and the stream had to be 
swam at Wainiha, which only added 
zest to the journey. Tbe camp was 
made under the sheltering cliffs, 
provisions in the shape of pigs, 
chickens and taro being procured 
in the neighborhood. Early next 
morning, Wednesday, Mr. Knud- 
sen's whaleboat arrived from Mana. 
After sending hack the horses, the 
party embarked on the splendid 
whaleboat, 
built especially for 


this kind of voyaging by J. Dower, 
of Honolulu, and with a heavy 
wind and good sea the party ran 
down to the now celebrated Kala- 
lau. 
Before reaching there, how- 


ever, Mr. Knudsen gave an exam- 
ple of his good seamanship in 
rescuing a bat belonging to one of 
the party. Coming about, running 
to windward, holding off again, 
the hat was picked up in seven 
minutes from tbe time it went 
overboard. 


Arriving at Kalalau the party, 


on account of the surf, had to 
leave the boat at anchor outeide 
and swim ashore, which was safely 
accomplished. The party visited 
the Kalalau battlefield, tbe scene 
of the Koolau battle for freedom, 
and after a round of sight seeing, 
during which they were very kind- 
ly treated by the natives, the party 
once more embarked in the whale 
boat, and at sundown made a land- 
ing at the celebrated Nualolo val- 
ley, where camp was made for tbe 
night, on the beach on high ground 
above reach of the breakers. 


Next morning all hands made 


the ascent up and through the val- 
ley, which has to be done by scal- 
ing along the edge of a precipice, 
then mounting a long ladder made 
of ohia and lashed to the rock by a 
rope, rove through holes bored in 
the projecting rock. This ladder 
hangs out over the sea, and mount- 
ing it one gets onto another ledge, 
and clambering up the side of tbe 
precipice the valley is reached. 


Tbe entire valley is laid out in 


taro patches, great engineering 
skill being shown in leading the 
water, of which there is a great 
abundance. 
These patches are 


now overgrown with grass and 
weeds and with the signs of num- 
erous habitations tell a mute btory 
of the many inhabitants of former 
days. 
After a voyage of explora- 


tion and a goat hunt, tbe party 
descended once more by the peri- 
lous route to the camp on the 
beach. 


The party were divided on the 


question as to whether the ascent 
or the descent were the easier. 
Next morning early tbe party again 
embarked, and after a pleasant 
sail along the interesting cliffs, or 
"Na Pah" of Kauai, a landing was 
made at Polihale, beyond 
the 


"Barking Sands of Mana." Here 
Mr. Knudeen had sent horses for 
the party, and, after a pleasant 
ride, bis hospitable home was again 
reached, thus completing the cir- 
cuit. 


The rest of the week was spent 


in cattle driving, cattle hunting 
and goat shooting on the magnifi- 
cent uplands of Mr. Knudsen's 
estate.

Japan is a self supporting country, 
and, with all the vast increase of its 
commerce with foreign nation*, has a 
balance of trade in its favor. 
It wants for little beyond raw mater- 
ial, cotton and iron. It took for a 
while, English and German cotton 
goods. Now it competes with those 
countries. With all energy, worthy 
to be imitated by the Hawaiian Gov- 
ernment, when it found that it was 
being charged high commissions on 
raw cottons by the merchants of Bom- 
bay, the cotton traders, backed up by 
the government, opened a bank at 
once in Bombay, pat on a line of 
steamships, and did its own cotton 
trade. 
Speculators enter Japan with for- 


eign goods, bat cannot sell them. The 
Japanese "have no wants," Blessed 
people! The people appear to be well 
fed. 
The children are fat and happy. 


All dress neatly and bathe every day 
in hot water. They have fine taste in 
art, and are gentle in their ways. 
But they have no wants. The be- 
nighted women are content with one 
fashion, and refuse to change their 
clothing every year, so as to keep the 
wheels of trade moving. 
The men are the same. They have 
no desire to purchase foreign goods in 
any substantial quantity. They re- 
gard the numerous missionaries, who 
are residing in the Empire, as rich 
people, simply as they live. A Japan- 
ese merchant, looking as fat an d sleek 
as any Honolulu merchant, will live 
on $20 a month with something like 
luxury. 


In opening up trade with these peo- 
ple the foreign world has just discov- 
ered that it has forced to the front a 
nation of sellers and not of purchasers, 
and this, too, at a time when the 
whole civilized world is looking 
about for purchasers and consumers. 
One cannot but laugh at the way the 
great civilized nations overreached 
themselves, when they, in the name 
of humanity, forced open the barred 
doors of China and Japan to the trade 


• of the world, that is, to purchase their 
goods at high prices, only to find at 
the end of a few years that these very 
nations would begin to "down" them 
with competition. 


Japan has no patent laws, so her 


people appropriate every useful inven- 
tion they can find elsewhere. A hap- 
py speculator sells them a novel 
machine in expectation of selliu, 
them many. In a short time he find 
his machine duplicated without llmi 
by these people, aad his trade endec 
with the sale of the single machine. 


The general complaint of the foreigt 


merchants is that the Japanese mer- 
chants are deceitful and unreliable 
Even the native papers admit this, 
and recommend their traders to adopi 
better ways. Until the revolution o; 
'68, and even later, the merchant wag 
regarded as a rascal, a thief, and utter 
ly untrustworthy. The farmer stood 
far above him. The example of the 
foreign merchants is gradually con- 
verting the people to better views 
But it will take time to establish £ 
new order of things. 
Some of the 
silk merchants have beeu gradually 
educated by foreign association to fair 
dealing. But the vast majority of the 
traders will fail to keep their bargains, 
will supply inferior goods, and show 
an utter lack of "commercial morali- 
ty." There will be a change for the 
better iu due course of time. 


Until lately all business hae been 


done on a small, a "picyune" scale. 
There were no large establishments. 
Even now, leaviog out ailk and cot- 
ton, an order for a large quantity of 
goods could not be executed promptly. 
A well known nurseryman said that 
one order for plants which could be 
executed in the States within two 
weeks, could not be executed by the 
Japanese nurserymen in two years. 
The natiou has been one of petty 
dealer* and 
small 
manufacturers. 


The vast quantity of 
curios and 


porcelains and bric-a-brac consigned 
to 
foreigu 
countries, come 
from 


thousands of small factories scattered 
over the country. 


All this will also bt- changed iu tbe 


course of time, anil will gradually 
gather in the smaller. There are now 
nearly sixty cotton mills in operation; 
and tbe number is increasing rapidly. 
Tbe Government stauds 
indirectly 


behind many enterprises iu the in- 
terest of progress. Tbe political situ- 
ation demands rapid 
development, 


and the government knows it. Ha- 
waii may learn something of these 
shrewd"heathens"vvho are alive to the 
needs of tbe hour. 


Silver plays an 
important 
part 


in the present development. 
fl.e 


laborers are all paid on a silver liani.i, 
and the foreign sales are all made on 
a gold basis. The people accept tbe 
silver currency because they do not 
know 
any 
better.- The Japanese 


farmer 
gets 
about seven yen, or 


dollars, per month in silver. He goes 
to Hawaii and gets S1H per month in 
gold. 
This he sends back or ran 


send back to Japan where it i" con 
verted Into twenty-five yen, or more 
than 300

If Japan taken the cotton 


by those routea C'iilim will follow, us 
the Kuglisli merchants of Bhtinghai 
are now couutruoliug cotton works, 
and are begiuuiug to use the cheap 
labor of that country. 
Japan looks at present to Abia for 


her principal markets. But she will 
soon be quite leady to try the Ameri- 
can markets. Mr. Butler, of Callfor 
uia, bought up the plant of a watch 
company, tuok it iu bulk to Japan, got 
Japanese capital interested in it, and 
watches equal in every way, and in 
some points superior to, American 
made watches, are now being made in 
quantity at Osaka. 
They could be 


exported to the I'ulted States, the 
duty paid on them, and compete suc- 
cessfully with the watches of domestic 
manufacture. 
This case illustrates 


the skill of those people in the me- 
chanical arts. Their skilled and cheap 
work will defy tariffs. Articles ex- 
ported by German factories are now 
made in Japan more cheaply, and 
crowd out the German work. 
A nation of forty-two millions, of 


which an unusual proportion are 
skilled and intelligent workmen, be- 
comes a serious factor in modern com- 
mercial life. 
The tendency is, un- 


doubtedly, to over-estimate the value 
or importance of it. Commercial men 
are scared. The economic papers are 
discussing the serious crisis, and there 
is a general prediction that everybody 
will have a bard time of it, because 
Japan will be in competition. There 
surely is no cause for fear. The world 
was not created on the theory that 
when Japan developed, everybody 
should be made miserable. No doubt 
the trade of the world is gradually 
shifting, and new conditions are aris- 
ing. The earth was not, it may be 
candidly stated, created for England 
and the United States alone. America 
can protect herself against the en- 
trance of foreign trade into her own 
ports, but she cannot control the for- 
eign trade of Japan.

The Chamber of Commerce held a 


special meeting yesterday morning to 
consider the cable contract now before 
the Legislature. 
The meeting was 


well attended—i a fact, better so than 
any previous meeting held in some 
time. 


Order was called 
by President 


Schaefer, who stated that a clear ex- 
tract of the contract appeared in the

ADVERTISER, and wanted to know if 
the same should be read. No request 
was made for the reading, it was 
evident that each member was famil lar 
with the terms of the agreement. 


Senator Brown, a member of the 


Senate Committee appointed to confer 
with the Chamber, explained that the 
Senate desired to obtain an expres- 
sion of opinion regarding the contract 
—and more particularly the portions 
relating to the "exclusive clause" 
and question of subsidy. 


P. C. Jones thought tbe best way to 


bring the matter up for discussion was 
to make a motion that tbe contract 
entered into by the Executive be ap- 
proved by the Chamber of Commerce, 
and he so moved. No company would 
undertake to build the cable unless it 
was an exclusive franchise. There is 
a big risk attending such a venture, 
and a mere matter of subsidy is not 
sufficient. 
The former Government 
had granted exclusive privileges. The 
country wants a cable, and wants it 
badly, and it was a fortunate oppor- 
tunity to have a man like Mr. Spald- 
ing make the offer. It would be better 
to give him tbe right than to hand it 
over to a band of speculators. The 
contract could be modified, the press 
rates were too high, and should be 
lowered for tbe benefit of tbe general 
public. 
Tbe speaker concluded by 


saying that no cable would be built 
unless an exclusive franchise was 
granted. 
F. J. Lowrey opposed the exclusive 


right as a matter of principle; it was 
not wise under ordinary circumstances 
to grant exclusive privileges. He be- 
lieved that the line, as proposed, 
would hold the key to cables in the 
Pacific. 
In a few years lines from 


Australia, Japan and British Colum- 
bia may be built. It was to this city's 
advantage to have as many cables as 
possible. 
The speaker thought that 


the 
subsidy and the exemptions 


granted tbe company by the contract 
ought to be inducement enough for 
them to build without asking for tbe 
exclusive franchise. 
J. B. Atherton favored the exclusive 


right, but thought that tbe country 
should not be called upon to pay a 
subsidy. He believed that the fran- 
chise would be worth a great deal of 
money, and no bonus should be given; 
it would not be right to saddle such a 
debt on the United States In case of 
annexation. 
F. M. Swanzy thought that more 


time should be given for considera- 
tion. In his opinion it was a repre- 
hensible example of "railroad legisla- 
tion." It may be a good measure and 
it may not, but tbe general public 
should be given ample time for con- 
sideration. He thought that tbe Sen- 
ate was going to confirm a measure 
that it knows nothing about. The 
speaker said that if the government is 
willing and able to pay $40,000 a year, 
as a subsidy, this fact ought to attract 
companies that would not 
exact 


an exclusive 
franchise. 
He saw 


no reason for granting such right 
and. said that the subsidy should be 
enough inducement. He would urge 
the Senate to weigh the proposition 
with great care and not ratify the con- 
tract at the present session, but to let 
the matter rest for a few months In 
order that tbe subject may receive 
proper consideration. 


Judge Widemann said the country 


had been trying to get a cable for 
years but had not succeeded up to the 
present time. 
Two franchisee had 


been granted and both owners failed 
to build. He favored granting an ex- 
clusive franchise if the bolder meaut 
business and did not want to peddle it 
until he fouort a purchaser. 


J. F H«ckfeld thought that a sub 


sidy from both thp United States and 
this country ought to he inducement 
enough for the co tractor 
The con- 


tract under consldrra'ion gives a mo- 
nopoly and high rates will tie the re- 
sult. Twenty years Is a lung time; 
he favored » shorter period if the 
granting of the exclusive fmnrhU« 
was Inevitable. He did not l i k n t h o 
clause which gives Mr. Spalding the 
right to assign the contract; he ml^ht 
turn It over at any time and then the 


country would have to deal with a 
foreign corporation. 
W. M. Giffard agreed with Messrs 


Ix>wrey and Hackfeld and thought 
tbe time given for consideration was 
not Boffloient. 
Senator Brown said that the esti- 


mated cost of thn cable would be 
$3,500,000; tbe plan was to divide the 
subsidy granted by the two govern- 
ments: one-half to pay interest and 
the other half to be placed a sink- 
ing fund to redeem the bouds wheu 
they mature. 
L. A. Tburston was allowed to ad- 


dress the Chamber. He said that the 
average life of a cable was from fif- 
teen to twenty years, which virtually 
means that 
Mr. Spalding 
would 


have to buy two cables before his con- 
tract expires. 
The speaker recited 


the advantages of tbe new contract 
over all others previously made. He 
said that the line would cost about 
the figure stated by Senator Brown; 
the money to be borrowed. 
The 


lenders must be assured of both the 
prinpipal and interest and would not 
advance the money uuless an ex- 
clusive franchise was granted. 
The 


earnings of this end were problemati- 
cal, 
but were estimated at $100,000 


per annum, which would mean over 
sixty messages per day to make up 
that amount. 
Tbe Western Union 


company had refused to build the 
line, John W. Mackey would not 
touch it; the only possible hope for a 
cable for this country is to pay a sub- 
sidy and grant an exclusive franchise. 
If the exclusive franchise is so valu- 
able and it will create a monopoly, 
why 
did 
ludge 
Hartwell 
and 


others fail to make a success? asked 
the speaker. He spoke of Mr. Flem- 
ing's proposition arid did not believe 
be would succeed and clearly stated 
that unless the exclusive franchise 
was granted this country would not 
get a cable. 
J. G. Spencer spoke in favor of the 


measure and hoped it would go 
through. It appeared to him that a 
few people were 
afraid that Mr. 
Spalding would make a few dollars. 
He favored both the subsidy and the 
exclusive right. 
Mr. Thnrston spoke again, saying 
that when the cable was built, the 
Government could cut off the mounted 
police altogether and reduce the 
military forces, saving $60,000 yearly 
thereby. This would more than pay 
the subsidy and besides the cable 
would increase the amount of ship- 
ping at this port. The Government, 
in the past, had paid nearly $40,000 a 
year to tbe Oceanic Steamship Com- 
pany for mail service; the 
cable 


woufd be of more benefit, admitting 
the company's good service. 
F. A. Scbaefer favored laying the 


matter over until the regular session 
of the Legislature. 
Mr. Thurston said that the idea was 


to place the proposition before Con- 
gress in December for early considera- 
tion in order to make some headway 
before next year which will be the 
presidential one. He also stated that 
Mr. Spalding had no connection with 
tbe Irwin-Dimond Craig 
company 


which is really not in existence now 
because no one could be found to put 
up tbe preliminary expenses for in- 
corporating the company. 


P. C. Jones spoke again. His mo- 


tion was an endorsement of the action 
of the President and his Cabinet who 
all approved tbe measure. He believ- 
ed in supporting tbe Government. 


T F. Lansing said that when ex- 


clusive franchises were granted in tbe 
past, no opposition was made. He 
was confident that no company would 
build without that right; some induce- 
ment must be held out. If tbe matter 
is delayed, such delay may be fatal. 
He felt that it was for the best interest 
of the community to have the cable 
in the bands of a commercial com- 
pany, rather than under the contract 
of a foreign government. 


Mr. Hyman spoke in the same 


strain; he favored the coutractand op- 
posed delay. 


C Bolte said that no cable would be 


built unless an exclusive franchise 
was granted; this Government had to 
grant an exclusive franchise when the 
tramways charter was proposed; the 
electric light company also demanded 
a similar privilege, which was grant- 
ed. He was in accord with the Gov- 
ernment. 


Mr. Waity said that some provision 


should be made to allow any cable 
companies that may be built to tnese 
shores, the right to use of the Spald- 
ing line. He thought that a board of 
arbitration should be provided for to 
establish a rate that would not be pro- 
hibitory, 
J. T. Waterhouse said the cable was 


a necessity and the exclusive fran- 
chise must be granted. He bad con- 
fidence in Mr. Spaldingr and tbe Gov- 
ernment. He favored Mr. Jones' mo- 
tion. 


Mr. Swanzy offered an amendment 


to tbe effect that a confirmation of the 
cable contract would be a mistake and 
recommending that the ratification be 
postponed until the regular session. 
This was seconded by &{r. Giffard. 


When tbe chairman called for votes 


on the amendment, Mr. Widemann 
left the room, saying that he would 
neither vote for or against the con- 
Lraot, because politics had been men- 
tioned during the meeting. 


Tbe amendment was lost, Messrs. 


Hackfeld, Giffard, Swanzy and Low- 
rey voting in its favor. 


Mr. Jones' motion was then put and 


carried.
